Rome, Jan. 11,—-Cardinal Hayes, } 
Archbishop 6f New York, who came 
to Rome to attend the ceremonies in- 
cident to the ending of the Holy Year, 
was received in private audience by 
the pope on Tuesday. The audience 
was for the purpose of giving the car- 
dinal an opportunity to say farewell | 
before his departure for America. 
The pope greeted Cardinal Hayes at 
the door of the pontiff’s private li- 
brary; and they engaged in conversa- 
tion dealing with the cardinal’s plans 
for the Church when he returns to 
New York. There was also a discus- 
sion of t:e.new North American Col- 
lege which will be built here on the 
site which can: be seen from the win- 
dows: of the pope’s library. At the 
conclusion of the audience, the pope 
expresssed his great pleasure that 
Cardinal Hayes had been in Rome for 
the closing ceremonies of the Holy 
Year. The pontiff then granted sev- 
eral petitions presented by the cardi- 
nal, and imparted the apostolic bless- 
ing which he authorized the cardinal 
to convey to the clergy and laity of 
the Archdiocese of New~ York.
